jLTHOUGH the western sky la blazing with colour, the gold 
Is changing to red. and, while we gaze at the gorgeous show, 
suddenly night falls, ana over th paddy-fielda yonder 1h 
drawn a low, blue baza like a gossamer veil. The little 
acacla-wood ares, kindled here and there for cooking supper, 
gleam like large Blow-worms In the gathering dark. Over our heads tin; 
Kky Is still blug, but soon it will begin to be powdered w:ili Hie wh'te 
stars ol the wonderful Indian night- 

It Is an education to note with observant eyes the peopli; who are 
massing themselves ' together for the meeting. Undoubtedly, one of Uk; 
most remarkable among Tha Army'tt operations, Is our work In tutu 
native State of Trsyancore, Twelve years Ago we had here, less than 
700 Sarratioa'ats. to-day we have over 5,000. Villages thai twelve year* 
ago bod not a alngle CbKstiau or an Army Soldier: are now t-nl liely Sal- 
vation Army,

Toe work began with a revival such ax la not often witnessed, and 
although the novelty of The Army has worn off, It ting not Buffered any 
' serious relapse.. Naturally, It has bad losses, yet. In mauy canes there 
has been thereafter sincere repentance and a request for rendnilso'on to 
The Army circle. The work Is confined almost entirety to the v:ilage», 
nmuy ol which are very amall; but where, um is often Hie ease, Ui« vil- 
lage Ib entirely Salvation Amy, the attendance at the meeting* Is at 
times larger than at town Corps. The Sunday morning holiness meeting 
1 H generally attended by all In Ihe village, this being the mom important 
meeting held during the week. 

That group Of men on the outside of the crowd arc Puloyafl, from 
the northern part of tbe Stale. Low as they stand In the Hocial scale. 
Il is by no means rare to find men of considerable intelligence, 
nniong't them, and even consistent and devoted follower* or 
Chr.'af. Bven then, however, they crc subjected to Insults and Indignit- 
ies that are most . galling and humiliating. They are denied the free use 
or the public streets; must never approach the house or precinct* of a 
muu of caste, or allow their shadow to fall upon his body. In the pub- 
lic courts they are treated as the Offscour'ng of tbe earth, and. when by 
Umt of "perMVenuice any have succeeded In acquiring a little properly, 
they are often plundered moat unmero'fully, and with Impunlly.. For thn 
most part, however, they live in abject poverty. The distance from I he 
railway, end from observation by the official eye. makes It itosHlbh. for 
their isafilew to regard them, an they often regard themselves, as the 
slaves of the soil, ■--■ - 

Bu>. & brighter day Is dawning, in which The Salvation Army 1b des- 
tined to play a not unimportant part. Without denying for a moment. 
the spk'ndJd work accomplished by other agencies, we cannot but feel 
that H 1 " methods of The Solvation Army ar e especially well adapted U> 
reach and influence the Itearts of thvaa iieople, and by the grace or Cod 
nrc working a, marvelloun change In the'r lives and circumstances.

They :-to chiefly asrleultui-lnta with 
enp'ml. It 1b estimated that the 
American Immigrants last year 
brought with them to Canada, no less 
man sltfLy million dollars.

Similarly, in Europe, It 
was act merely (bo UaiKu Ui women 
wliielt was liie dlrecl. renult of the 
inferior legal position of women, bill it 
was the whole idea or sexnal morality 
and prostftufon that was based on 
this inJiiKllre. The fundamental error 
was that women exited tor men, and 
not for themselves, so lone as Urji 
error wao conrinncd hy tho Law. 
leaving or jilnelng wonmn in a posi- 
tion of Inferiority, bo long would 
women be bought and sold for the 
pleasure of men, and so long would 
the aoeinl -iiijiitllec ot proHt'tutlon 
cunlluue. It w;is the outeome of the 
Idea tha: I lie woman, be'np the in- 
ferior, could he used by men and 
jjacKiiccd by men. , . . The Idea 
that the person of n woman could be 
taken for the pleasure of a mau wan 
the Inevitable outcome of the belief 
1 lint a womnu had not the same legal 
rlfihls ns a man. tlulii they changed 
ibis fundamentiil error, they would 
preaeh tho doetr'iie or equal moral * 
obligations In vain. . . , How could 
women be expected to ninlnta'n tlu- 
cnual position under tho moral law 
when I hey were brought up to believe 
In. and admit, their own inl'priorlty 
iii every other respect !n socle! end 
letfal mailers? But once lei women 
feel that 'their rlgbla, their liberties, 
and I heir persons were their own, 
that thoy stood an the crmals o[ men 
in law and elvil rights, and they 
wonld soon reeoftiilse and demand 
that moral obligations shn.iid l..' 
eqital also,' "
